DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration believes the 
named inventor or inventors to be the original and first inventor or inventors of the 
subject matter which is claimed and for which a patent is sought. 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.
